Rules  relative  to  Petitions  anp  Private  Bills. 


Petitions  for  Private  Bills. 

87.  (1)  Petitions  for  Private  Bills  shall  only  be 
received  by  the  House  within  the  first  six  weeks  of  the 
session,  and  every  Private  Bill  shall  be  presented  to 
the  House  within  two  weeks  after  the  petition  therefor 
has  been  favourably  reported  upon  by  the  Examiner 
or  by  the  Committee  on  Standing  Orders,  and  no 
motion  for  the  suspension  of  this  Rule  shall  be  enter- 
tained unless  a report  has  been  first  made  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Standing  Orders  recommending  such  suspen- 
sion and  giving  their  reasons  therefor. 

(2)  That  it  be  an  instruction  to  all  Committees  on 
Private  Bills,  in  the  event  of  promoters  not  being 
ready  to  proceed  with  their  measures  when  the  same 
have  been  twice  called  on  two  separate  occasions  for 
consideration  by  the  Committee,  that  such  measures 
shall  be  reported  back  to  the  House  forthwith,  together 
with  a statement  of  the  facts  and  with  the  recom- 
mendation that  such  Bills  be  withdrawn. 

Deposit  of  Bills  and  Fees. 

88.  (1)  Any  person  desiring  to  obtain  any  Private 
Bill,  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  at 
least  eight  days  before  the  meeting  of  the  House,  a 
copy  of  such  Bill  in  the  English  or  French  language, 
with  a sum  sufficient  to  pay  for  translating  and  "print- 
ing the  same;  the  translation  to  be  done  by  the  officers 
of  the  House,  and  the  printing  by  the  Department  of 
Public  Printing,  and  if  such  Bill  is  not  deposited  by 
the  time  above  specified  the  applicant  shall,  in  addition 
to  the  charges  for  printing  and  translation  pay  the 
sum  of  five  dollars  for  each  and  every  day  which  inter- 
venes between  the  said  eighth  day  before  the  meeting 
of  the  House  and  the  date  of  the  filing  of  the  Bill ; 
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but  such  additional  charge  shall  not  exceed  in  the 
aggregate  in  any  one  case  the  sum  of  two  hundred 
dollars. 

2.  After  the  second  reading  of  a Bill  and  before  its 
consideration  by  the  Committee  to  which  it  is  referred, 
the  applicant  shall  in  every  case  pay  the  cost  of  print- 
ing the  Act  in  the  Statutes,  and  a fee  of  two  hundred 
dollars. 

A dditional  Charges. 

The  following  charges  shall  also  be  levied  and  paid 
in  addition  to  the  foregoing,  viz. : — 

(a.)  When  any  Kule  of  the  House  is  sus- 
pended in  reference  to  a Bill  or  the 
Petition  therefor,  for  each  such  sus-

8.  The  additional  charges  provided  for  in  section  3 
of  this  Rule  shall  also  apply  to  Private  Bills  originating 
in  the  Senate;  provided,  however,  that  if  a petition 
far  any  such  Bill  has  been  received  by  this  House 
within  the  first  six  weeks  of  the  session,  the  additional 
charges  made  under  sub-sections  b and  c of  section  3 
shall  not  be  levied  thereon.

Rules  relative  to  Notices  for  Private  Bills. 
90.  AH  applications  to  Parliament  for  Private  Bills 
of  any  nature  whatsoever,  shall  be  advertised  by  a 
Notice  published  in  the  Canada  Gazette  ; such  Notice 
shall  clearly  and  distinctly  state  the  nature  and  objects 
of  the  application,  and  shall  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf 
of  the  applicants,  with  the  address  of  the  party  signing 
the  same  ; and  when  the  application  is  for  an  Act  of 
incorporation,  the  name  of  the  proposed  company 
shall  be  stated  in  the  notice.  If  the  works  of  any 
company  (incorporated,  or  to  be  incorporated)  are  to  be 
declared  to  be  for  the  general  advantage  of  Canada, 
such  intention  shall  be  specifically  mentioned  in  the 
notice  ; and  the  applicants  shall  cause  a copy  of  such 
notice  to  be  sent  by  registered  letter  to  the  Clerk  of 
each  county  or  municipality  which  may  be  specially 
affected  by  the  construction  or  operation  of  such  works, 
and  also  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Province  in  which 
such  works  are,  or  may  be  located  ; and  proof  of  com- 
pliance with  this  requirement  by  the  applicants  shall 
be  established  by  statutory  declaration. 

In  addition  to  the  notice  in  the  Canada  Gazette 
aforesaid,  a similar  notice  shall  also  be  published  in 
some  leading  newspaper,  as  follows  : —

(C. ) When  the  application  is  for  the  purpose  of 
obtaining  for  any  person  or  existing  corporation  any 
exclusive  rights  or  privileges  or  the  power  to  do  any 
matter  or  thing  which  in  its  operation  would  affect  the 
rights  or  property  of  others  : — In  the  particular 
locality  or  localities  which  may  be  affected  by  the  pro- 
posed Act. 

All  such  notices,  whether  inserted  in  the  Canada 
Gazette  or  in  a newspaper,  shall  be  published  at  least 
once  a week,  for  a period  of  five  consecutive  weeks  ;

established  for  any  proposed  departure  from  this  prin- 
ciple, or  for  the  introduction  of  other  provisions  as  to 
such  details,  and  a note  shall  be  appended  to  the  bill 
indicating  the  provisions  thereof  in  which  the  General 
Act  is  proposed  to  be  departed  from  : — Bills  which  are 
not  framed  in  accordance  with  this  Rule,  shall  be 
recast  by  the  promoters,  and  reprinted  at  their  expense, 
before  any  committee  passes  upon  the  clauses.

Excerpt  from  Rules  and  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

Rule  59. 

ALL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills,  properly 
the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the  purview  of 
the  “ British  North  America  Act,  1867, ’’whether  for  the 
erection  of  a Bridge,  the  making  of  a Railway,  Tram- 
way, Turnpike  Road,  or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line; 
the  construction  or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal, 
Lock,  Dam,  Slide,  or  other  like  work ; the  granting 
of  a right  of  Ferry;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular 
trade  or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint  Stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever, or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of  other 
parties,  or  relate  to  any  particular  class  of  the  com- 
munity, or  for  making  any  amendment  of  a like  nature 
to  any  former  Act, — shall  require  a Notice,  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the 
application  and,  where  the  application  refers  to  any 
proposed  work,  indicating  generally  the  location  of  the 
work,  and  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicants, 
such  notice  to  be  published  as  follows . — 

In  the  British  Columbia  Gazette,  and  in  one  news 
paper  published  in  the  District  affected,  or  if  there  be 
no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in  a newspaper 
in  the  next  nearest  District  in  which  a newspaper  is 
published. 

Such  notice  shall  be  continued  in  each  case  for  a 
period  of  at  least  six  weeks,  during  the  interval  of 
time  between  the  close  of  the  next  preceding  Session 
and  the  consideration  of  the  Petition,  and  copies  of 
such  notice  shall  be  sent  by  the  parties  inserting  such 
notice  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House  to  be  filed  amongst 
the  records  of  the  Committee  on  Standing  Orders. 

57.  No  Petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be  received 
by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days  of  each  Session, 
nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be  presented  to  the  House 
after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each  Session,  nor  may 
any  Report  of  any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon 
a Private  Bill  be  received  after  the  first  four  weeks  of 
each  Session,  and  no  Motion  for  the  suspension  or 
modification  of  this  Rule  shall  be  entertained  by  the 
House  until  the  same  has  been  reported  on  by  the 
Committee  on  Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made 
thereof  at  a previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the 
Standing  Committees  charged  with  consideration  of 
Private  Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House. 
And  if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as 
aforesaid  the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  tor 
which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the  time 
hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay  double 
the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless  the 
House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  person 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposit 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  days  before 
the  opening  of  the  Session,  a printed  copy  of  such 
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Bill,  a copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented  to  the 
House,  together  with  the  notices  published.  At  the 
time  of  depositing  the  Bill,  the  applicant  shall  also 
pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House  a sum  of  three  hundred 
dollars.  If  a copy  of  the  Bill,  Petition  and  notices 
shall  not  have  been  so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  at  least  eight  days  before  the 
opening  of  the  Session,  and  if  the  Petition  has  not 
been  presented  within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Session, 
the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six  hundred 
dollars.  If  the  Bill  shall  not  pass  second  reading  one- 
half  of  the  fees  paid  shall  be  returned. 

60.  Before  any  Petition,  praying  for  leave  to  bring  in 
a Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a Toll  Bridge,  is 
received  by  the  House,  the  person  or  persons  intending 
to  petition  for  such  Bill  shall,  upon  giving  the  notice 
prescribed  by  rule  59,  also  at  the  same  time  and 
in  the  same  manner,  give  notice  of  the  rates  which 
they  intend  to  ask,  the  extent  of  the  privilege,  the 
height  of  the  arches,  the  interval  between  the  abut- 
ments or  piers  for  the  passage  of  rafts  and  vessels,  and 
mentioning  also  whether  they  intend  to  erect  a draw- 
bridge or  not,  and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

61.  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  Incorporation  shall 
be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference  the  clauses 
of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the  details  to  be  pro- 
vided for  by  such  Bills: — Special  grounds  shall  be 
established  for  any  proposed  departure  from  this 
principle,  or  for  the  introduction  of  other  provisions 
as  to  such  details,  and  a note  shall  be  appended  to  the 
Bill  indicating  the  provisions  thereof  in  which  the 
General  Act  is  proposed  to  be  departed  from.  Bills 
which  are  not  framed  in  accordance  with  this  Rule 
shall  be  re-cast  by  the  promoters  and  re-printed  at 
their  expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the 
clauses. 

65.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by  the  par- 
ties applying  for  the  same,  and  printed  in  Small  Pica 
type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty  ems,  on  good  paper,  in 
imperial  octavo  form,  each  page  when  folded  measur- 
ing lOf  inches  by  7£  inches.  There  shall  be  a marginal 
number  every  fifth  line  of  each  page  ; the  numbering 
of  the  lines  is  not  to  run  on  through  the  Bill,  but  the 
lines  of  each  page  are  to  be  numbered  separately.  Two 
hundred  copies  of  each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with 
the  Clerk  of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first 
reading.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill  during 
its  progress  before  the  Committee  on  Private  Bills,  or 
through  the  House,  such  Bill  shall  be  reprinted  by  the 
promoters  thereof. 

By  new  Rule  65a,  passed  on  the  2nd  April,  1901 
(see  Journals,  1901,  page  58),  a model  form  of  Railway 
Bill  i adopted. 

By  65b  all  Bills  to  incorporate  or  amend  Bills  incor- 
porating railway  companies  are  to  be  drawn  in  accord- 
ance with  the  Model  Bill. 

The  provisions  contained  in  any  Bill  which  are  not 
in  accord  with  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted  between 
brackets. 

An  y exceptional  provisions  that  it  may  be  proposed 
to  in  sift  in  any  such  Bill  shall  be  clearly  specified  in 
the  notice  of  application  for  the  same.

and  to  subscribe  or  guarantee  money  for  charitable  or 
benevolent  objects,  or  for  any  exhibition,  or  for  any 
public,  general  or  useful  object  : 

(i. ) To  promote  any  company  or  companies  for  the 
purpose  of  acquiring  all  or  any  of  the  property  and 
liabilities  of  this  Company,  or  for  any  other  purpose 
which  may  seem  directly  or  indirectly  calculated  to 
benefit  this  Company  : 

(j.)  To  procure  the  Company  to  be  registered  or 
recognised  in  any  other  Province  or  in  any  country, 
foreign  or  otherwise  : 

(k.)  Generally  to  purchase,  take  on  lease,  or  in  ex- 
change, hire,  or  otherwise  acquire  any  real  and  per- 
sonal property  and  any  rights  or  privileges  which  the 
Company  may  think  necessary  or  convenient  for  the 
purposes  of  its  business,  and  in  particular  any  land, 
buildings,  easements,  machinery,  plant  and  stock-in- 
trade  : 

(l.)  To  construct,  maintain  and  alter  any  buildings 
factories,  warehouses,  shops,  stores  or  works  necessary 
or  convenient  for  the  purposes  of  the  Company: 

(m. ) To  borrow,  raise  or  secure  the  payment  of  money 
in  such  other  manner  as  the  Company' shall  think  fit, 
and  in  particular  by  the  issue  of  debentures  or  deben- 
ture stock,  perpetual  or  otherwise,  charged  upon  all  or 
any  of  the  Company’s  property,  both  present  and 
future,  including  its  uncalled  capital,  and  to  redeem 
or  pay  off  any  such  securities : 

To  remunerate  any  person  or  company  for  ser- 
vices rendered,  or  to  be  rendered,  in  placing  or  assist- 
ing to  place,  or  guaranteeing  the  placing  of  any  of  the 
shares  in  the  Company’s  capital,  or  any  debentures  or 
other  securities  of  the  Company,  or  in  or  about  the 
formation  or  promotion  of  the  Company  or  the  con- 
duct of  its  business  • 
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(o. ) To  draw,  make,  accept,  indorse,  discount,  ex- 
ecute and  issue  promissory  notes,  bills  of  exchange, 
bills  of  lading,  warrants,  debentures  and  other  negoti- 
able or  transferable  instruments  : 

( p.)  To  sell  or  dispose  of  the  undertaking  of  the 
Company,  or  any  part  thereof,  for  such  consideration 
as  the  Company  may  think  fit,  and  in  particular  for 
shares,  debentures  or  securities  of  any  other  com- 
pany having  objects  altogether  or  in  part  similar  to 
those  of  this  Company  : 

(g.)  To  adopt  such  means  of  making  known  the 
products  of  the  Company  as  may  seem  expedient,  and 
in  particular  by  advertising  in  the  press,  by  circular, 
by  purchase  and  exhibition  of  works  of  art  or  interest, 
by  publication  of  books  and  periodicals,  and  by  guar- 
anteeing prizes,  rewards  and  donations  : 

(r. ) To  invest  and  deal  with  the  moneys  of  the 
company  not  immediately  required  for  the  purposes 


thereof,  upon  such  securities  and  in  such  manner  as 
they  may  think  fit,  and  from  time  to  time  to  vary  or 
realise  such  investments  : 

(s. ) To  sell,  improve,  manage,  develop,  exchange, 
lease,  mortgage,  dispose  of,  turn  to  account,  or  other- 
wise deal  with  all  or  any  part  of  the  property  and 
rights  of  the  Company : 

(t. ) To  do  all  or  any  of  the  above  things  in  any  part 
of  the  world,  and  as  principals,  agents,  contractors, 
or  otherwise,  and  by  or  through  agents  or  otherwise, 
and  either  alone  or  in  conjunction  with  others  : 

(u.)  To  do  all  such  other  things  as  are  incidental 
or  conducive  to  the  attainment  of  the  above  objects. 
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
